Brothers of tho Criminal Court sus 
allied their appeal from the deci- 
ion of the Police M agistrate, W al­ 
ter Ballow, of Park Ridge and dis- 
•harged them from further prose­ 
cution. 
The 
celebrants 
were

Lackner, Albert kehe, W illiam lh 
Sehroeder, 
Rudolph 
Ilasem ann, 
Gustav F. Heidorn and Arthur A. 
Guenther. 
The boys in a large P aige tar 
collided with a Maxwell Coupe at 
the Dee and Touhy 
roads 
last 
June. 
Instead of 
arresting 
the 
ii iver of the coupe, the Park Ridgt 
police arrested our boys, charging 
each one w ith an assault with an 
automobile. 
When they reached Police H ead­ 
quarters a doctor w as called by the 
police and this doctor smelled the 
breath of each of the prisoners and 
then charged them five dollars each 
for a certificate stating that they 
were 
not 
intoxicated. 
This 
was 
severely condemned bv Chief Ju s­ 
tice Brothers. 
He insisted that vil­ 
lage officials had no right to force 
prisoners to stand exam ination out­ 
side of the court room and make 
them pay for such unlawful con­ 
duct. 
The attorney, form er Judge John 
Stelk, who represented our boys 
also pointed out that w hen the P o­ 
lice 
M agistrate 
at 
Park 
Ridge 
could not find from the proof pro­ 
duced for him who th e driver was 
of the P aige car, he lined all the 
occupants of the car up before him 
and fined them each SIGO.OO and 
costs. 
This action of 
the 
Police 
M agistrate w as also severely con­ 
demned by Chief Justice Brothers. 
The attorney also 
pointed 
out 
that the Police M agistrate dill not 
have his papers com plete on the 
trial and that he had no right to 
try the case because he had con­ 
tinued it for a period 
of 
fifteen 
days instead of ten days as the 
law demanded. 
The attorney ac­ 
cused 
the 
Police 
M agistrate 
of 
changing his papers and m aking 
them read different from w hat they 
were at the tim e 
of 
the 
trial, 
which w a s found to lie true. 
The 
Police M agistrate was present in 
court and adm itted that because of 
his inexperience that he had made 
som e m istakes in the m atter and 
that he now realized that the boys 
should not have been fined. 
The Chief Justice, after hearing 
further discussion, decided that the 
boys should be discharged and that 
w as the order which he entered.
